(CST), 'an.hour after President Truman had taken off from 
Washington. He was notified of his mother's death while 
in flight , V.

Pres- 
ent Btrength of the AAF Is about 
31DJKH) men and officers. 

It Is recalled that the strategic 
air command recently was able to 
put only about 130 B-aSs Into the 
sir for a mass "raid" on the east 
coast although It had on hand many 
times number of superfortre&scs. 

The S5-group force Is a figure 
scaled down by economy require- 
ments from the original proposal pf 
the AAF for an Interim force of 70 
combat groups. 

The AAF said today that 3fl 
groups are now operating. Included 
are eight groups of "very heavy 
bombardment" aircraft of the B-M 
type, three light bomber groups, two 
tactical reconnaissance, one long' 
range mapping group, one long- 
range photo reoonpalasanco and six 
troop carrier groups. Seventeen of 
these units are within the United 
SUtcs, with the remainder stationed 
overseas.

To appreciate fully the glau or 
tub of water that's yom for the 
lllck of a faucet handle, you should 
TUlt the fUter plant and stCFTSfe res- 
ervoir south of Twin Palls. It Is » 
study In cleanliness, efficient op- 
v,eraUon and water purification 
methods. It also stlmulaUs serious 
thinking about the effect this wat- 
erworks has and could have upon 
thousands of people. 

Heart of System 
Heart of the system Ilea In » tidy 
brick building Just east of the stoT' 
aso reservoir. This reservoir Is i 
common sight to motorists turning 
■KMt on the highway south from 
South Park. The filter plant sUmds 
ft short distance from the lowilne 
canal of the Twin Falls Canal 
company. Bnako river water from 
Milner dam Hows throng the canal. 

An intricacy of pipes, purifying 
apparatus, filter beds and myster- 
ious underground channels, the 
plant operates under aupervlalon of 
J J Pllgerrlm, veteran of 34 years 
service with the water department. 
As we Uaced the water from the 
time It leaves the canal untU it 
courses through city mains. It be- 
come apparent that the sysUm pre- 
sents three problems of concern to 
every cltUcn. 

Three Problems 
These problems are: (1) Lack of 
EUfflcient filter beds to process wat- 
er at the plant; (3) Inadequate pres- 
sure In the city mains during periods 
of heavy usage, and (3) The need for 
a new supplemental or emergency 
source of water. 

Water Commissioner Truman T. 
areenhalgh and Water Superin- 
tendent Pies B. Wilson are taking 
steps to solve the fh-st two problems 
with funds and materials available. 

. The third problem is sUll In the 

' speculative stage. 
' Equipment has been ordered for 
two more filter beds to be added to 
the existing six beds. The building 
will also be exponded to accommo- 
dnUi these two new beds, plus two 
additional beds eventually to be In- 
stalled. The present 3*-lnch pipe- 
line from canal to flltrotlon plant 
will be reploced by a 38-hich line 
to eliminate pumping and provide a 
more even flow. This new pipe la al- 
reody on the groimd ready fw use 
thU fall. 

Much equipment has been receiv- 
ed for the inter bed additions. Num- 
erous scarce fittings and other Items 
are not yet obtalnoble. however, be- 
cause of poat-wor shortagca. Bids 
probably will be called on the filter 
bed expansion by next spring. Also 
scheduled as a future project Is a 
new settling basin.

Plans are also being made to la-

The third problem Is less obvious, 
but more boalc. Every drop of wa- 
ter for drinking, washlnK, sprinkling 
lawns or fighting Ilrcs enters the 
pipeline to the filtration plant 
through an opening In the side Of 
the canal, The city, a large stock- 
holder, receives this water on a aliare 
basis from the canal company. 

As long as water Is available, few

Problem Nat New 
The question of an entirely new 
source, either as a complete Initial 
supply, or for emergency or sup- 
plcmental pur|X»r.i, In not new.

To organized labor he Is 
a fiend Incarnate. To many middle- 
class Americans he li a hero. 

Taft is ft Uttle uncertain himself 
as to his standing In the country. 
With typical forthrightness, he in- 
tends to try to find out after oon- 
gresa adjourns. 

But first he will go for at least a 
month of vacation to the TMt sum- 
mer home at Murray bay in Quebec 
At Murray bay, two generations of 
Tafts, and now a third, have rested 
and relaxed, away from the glare of 
public office. ^ ^ , 

In early September, the senator 
will go out to the Pacific coast. Be 
will apeak on Sept. 13 before the 
California Bar association at Santa, 
CruE. Presumably, there will be other 
speaking engagements. 

On his trial run, Taft will deter- 
mine what his chances are. His 
friends say that, far mora than most 
pollUclans. he has a capacity for 
aelf-appraUal. And, if he decides 
that, as the popularity polls would 
seem to indicate, hla standing Is not 
high, then he will take himself out 
of tho race deftaltely and ftaally. 

Like his father before him, the 
senator Is inherently a conserva- 
tive. I have been reading Hemy 
Prlngle'a fascinating biography of 
the elder Taft. That suggests a re- 
markable parallel in the two ca- 
reers. 

As William Howard Tftlt became 
ft reluctant candidate for the presi- 
dency, largely at the prompting ot 
his friend Theodore Roosevelt, he 
was fearful that hU labor record 
would thwart him. As a JudffiB In 
Clncliuiatl, Taft had angered labor 
by several of hla decisions. He took 
a strong line In the bitter days ot the 
Pullman ititke in Chicago, when 
conservative and propeiti^ . men 
were sure that communism was Just 
around the comer. 

The elder Tatl's letters show how 
alarmed he was and htm insistent 
on putting down the "anarchists" 
I Who were striking *i[alnst a - well- 
intentioned employer. Then aa he 
succumbed to the presidential am- 
bition, Tuft worried tor fear that 
labor would veto his chances. 

Prlngle brings out one aspect of 
the elder Tatl'a career that raises 
him above most men in public life 
today. That wos his patient, unfail- 
ing devotion to a thankless task that 
happened to bo of primary Impor- 
tance to America's uoalUon before 
the world. 

After the Spanish -American war, 
Ills friend, Teddy Roosevelt, sent 
Taft out to Uie Philippines at the 
head of a committee to bring order 
and clvU rule to Uie Islands. Tlie

Fanners Told 
To Cut Weeds 
Which Spread 

Answering complaints before they 
are made, H. S. Oault, director of 
the Twin Falls county weed control 
bureau, said Saturday that the ex- 
treme reluctance on tbe part of 
some farmers to cut perennial weeds 
prior to maturity presents two rath- 
er serious problems to the weed con- 
trol bureau. 

First Is the difficulty of poUdni 
the entire county, and second is the 
poor kill obtained when weeds are 
not controlled in time. 

In all cases called to tbe attention . 
of the weed control bureau, Oault 
pointed out, farmers will be required 
to cut perennial weeds whose seeding 
habits tend to encourage extreme 
spread, particularly those seeds 
which are abrborne. 

FoUeIng Imp6ssible 
Emphasizing tbe impossibility of 
policing the entire area of Twin 
Falls county, the weed control direc- 
tor declared that those farmers who 
wilfully or carelessly allow seeding 
of airborne weeds are damaging not 
only their own property but also 
that of their neightiors. 

In a great many cases farmers are 
trying to J-beat the game," Oault 
said, in the hope that their own par- 
ticular weeds will be bverlooked. 
While this may '■save money" temp- 
orarily, he warned that the practice 
will be extremely expensive in future 
years. 

Given Double Dose 
Turning to the poor kill obtained 
by spraying weeds after the best 
time hoa passed, the weed control 
director explained that in many 
cases weeds approaching maturity 
are sprayed with 2.4-D both by the 
weed control bureau and by Indi- 
viduals. This measure Is taken by a 
large number ot operators as a 
means of preventing seed maturity. 

Oault declared that although this 
Is probably effective as a means of 
Aced control, spraying mature plants 
Is not a reconunended method of 
eradication and that resulting kills 
will probably be disappointing, 
Bpray When Green 
Re-emphaslilng Information given 
\n previous newspaper articles and 
by field men, the weed control di- 
rector pointed out that maximum 
kills can be expected only when 
weeds are fresh, green, succulent 
and in good growing condlUon. 

He porUcularly urged that Can- 
ada thistle be cut back and allowed 
to regrow before spraying. If satis- 
factory kills are to be obtained. 

The weed control director again 
stressed that 3,4-D is not a "one- 
shot" killer on perennial weeds and 
that In most cases follow-up treat- 
ment win be necessary not only for 
old growth but to prevent seedling 
re-Infestation.

Most anyone would be proud to 
own one good etching but Mrs. 
Thomas Hicks, Twin Falls, has a su- 
perb collection ot 30 fine etchings, 
tho work of Ernest Sharland, a noted 
English artist. 

Ten years ago Mrs. Htcks, accom- 
panied by her daughter, Joan, re- 
turned to her native England for 
the summer to celebrate her 10th 
year ot residence In the United 
States. Mrs. Hicks vUlted her f amUy 
at Portesheag, a suburb ot Bristol. 

Ernest Sharland Is a friend of her 
father and lives near the Hicks' 
home at Portesheag. During the 
summer of 1831 Mrs. Blcks became 
acquainted with the artist and upon 
leaving for ttils country he presented 
her with a number ol his etchings. 
During the war Sharland gave ad- 
ditional etchings to Mrs. Ricks' fa- 
ther. They barely escaped destruc- 
tion by bombs during the war and 
were brought to this country and to 
Mrs. Hicks at the end of the war. 

'The etchings have great senti- 
ment value to me because they keep 
alive In my heart scenes of my child- 
hood In Ekigland, and I treasure 
them now becaune many ot the his- 
toric scenes reproduced In the etch- 
ings were destroyed by German 
bombs," Mrs. Hlck.i said when dis- 
playing her collection. 

Some of Sharland's finest work Is 
shown In his elchlngs ot famous 
cathedral Interiors. Among those 
owned by Mrs, Htcka are one of St. 
Paul's cathedral done In minute 
detail and beautiful colors. It shows 
the large, white elaborately carved 
altar and the curved stained glass 
windows of blue, green and red In 
the cathedral. 

'The artlst'a fine draftsmanship is 
displayed In his etchings of the 
Gloucester and Manchester cathe- 
drals. His contrasts of lights and 
darks on the floors and cloisters of 
the Interiors and the brilliant col- 
ors and lino drawing of the figures 
on the fitalned glass windows Is done 
with great skill. 

Other scenes of historic interest 
Indue the old home at Bristol from 
which Cabot sailed for America; the 
George Inn, oldest Inn In Great 
Britain; St. John's arch at Brlatol, 
formerly the old cl^ gateway; Can- 
terbury cathedral as seen from Uie 
Tillage; Cornwall castle and the 
spires and statues of Oxford; and 
old Dutch house* broitght to Eng- 
land from Holland In the early days. 

Favorites of Mrs. Blcks arc the 
etchings of thatched roofed houses 
on the seacoast at Brldport near 
where her sister lives and of St. 
Mary Redclltfe school where her 
husband went to school in England. 

All of Sharland's works have a 
distinctly English atmosphere and 
although he has done many paint- 
ings In oil, his etchings are ot a finer 
quality and have brought htm much 
more recognition, according to Mrs. 
Hicks. 



"Hie artist travels extenalveir to 
find the scenes he wishes to sketch," 
Mrs. Hicks said. "He ipenda each 
ner at Cornwall seeking sub- 
jects which lend themselves to his 
art and the rest of the year be may 
be found in any part of England." 

Many of his works are exhibited In 
the London Museum of Art and 
have toured the United States In 
exhibits. One of these exhibits came 
to Twin Falls several years before 
the v*r end one of bis etchings of 
Hheiins cathedral was purchased by 
tho Bickel school and now hangs 
In tho school library. 

1e la a typical artist and has a 
temperamental nature. He is con- 
tinually being feted at banquets by 
high lords of the country but tires 
rapidly of such events and quite 
frequently rejects the most tempting 
invitations," Mrs. Hicks said. 

Etching Is a favorite medium for 
many artists because It gives them 
the opportunity to produce many 
pictures from Uie same metal plate. 
The etching Itself Is done on a metal 
plate covered with a vamlsh. The 
artist draws the desired picture on 
the metal with a needle that re- 
moves the vamlsh, leaving an Im- 
pression In the plate for each line. 
Delicate Unes can be achieved In 
this way, making it a perfect medi- 
um for the archltoctural skill and 
detailed precision of Sharland's 
work.
